In July, 1909 the Department of Phy- 
skies at the O.A.C, prepared a pian of 
drains for a 52 acre block of land that 
had never grown a crop—it wae too wet, 
The drains were la‘d that sutumn. I[n 
1910 that 52 acres yielded potatces and 
corn to the value of $2250. The farm 
lies within five miles of the city of Lan- 
don. Why had this Jand lain useless for 
xenerations? Perhaps the previous own- 
ers thought it could not be drained—as 
n matter of fact it was o difficult prob- 
Jem, for this land was very flat and the 
outlet peor. Perhaps they did not be 
Ieve drainage would pay—this one cro) 
ehould convince them, Or perhap« they 
believed in drainage’ but did not know 


* just how to undertake such extensive 


drainage cperations. 

The Ontario Agricultural College is en- 
deavoring to help those in. doubt about 
drainage. Any farmer in Ontario wish- 
ing assistance in his drainage problema 
inay have the same by making applica- 
ticn to the Department of Physics, '0.- 
A.C., Guelph. As soon as possible after 
receipt cf the application a drainage ad- 
viecr is sent to make a survey of the 
Jand, after which he makes a complete 
wap showing the location of the drains, 
the grade, wize of tile, etc. When com- 
pleted the map is sent to the owner, 60 
that he has an accurate guide to follow 
in putting in his drainx, As in previous 
years, the only outlay to the farmer is 
the neceveary travelling expenses of cre i 
man in connection with the survey, The j 
railways give a rate of a cent a mile for 


_ this work, eo that the travelling ex- 


penses are light.

In view of the fact that the disap- 
pearance of Mr. Caldwell was mcst

kkimos have about him will be a 
cause of interest to his friends in 
Ottawa.

Thres Men With’ the Same Power 
 Ovet’ Grain: Transportation and 
Inspection as Railway, Board Has 
Over Its Field of Work. 


Ottawa, Feb. 8—Sir Richard Cart- 
wright, in thé Senate yesterday, in- 
troduced the bill in respect to term- 
inal elevators and the inspection of 
grain in general, which is based 
upon’an agreement arrived at between 
the executives of the Western Farm- 
ers’ Associations and the Govern- 
ment. Tho chief provision of the bill 
is one for the appointment of an in- 
dependent commission of three, 
chairman and two associate commis- 
sioners, who will have the same. ex- 
tensivo jurisdiction over the trans 
portation inspection and storage of 
grain that the Railway Board has over 
the railways of the country.. The 
measure is a bulky affair,.as it in- 
cludes all the provisions p{ the Mani- 
toba Act, and thé Inspection Act, 
which it is proposed to continue in 
force. It was given a first reading. 
In the course of his explanation, 
Sir Richard Cartwright said that the 
grain commission would have power 
to investigate and control all ques- 
tions relating to’ the transportation, 
inspection and storage of grain, and 
will havé authority to weigh and ex- 
amine grain whenover they desire’ to 
do so. They will also-have power to 
declare which are terminal elevators, 
and, in fact, may so designate any 
elevator. With the assent of the Gov- 
;ernment, and an appropriation being 
made for the purpose by Parliament, 
the commissioners will have authority 
to acquire by lease, purchase or ex- 
propriation, any elevator, or they may 
construct new elevators, They are 
given authority to engage experts and 
the necessary staff, and are directed 
by thy bill to create inspection divi- 
sions*as they see fit. The board is 
given authority to make rules and 
regulations respecting grain without 
the counsel of the Government being 
| required.

BRITISH AIRSHIP 
HAS EIGHT TANKS 


Will Have a Storage Capacity of 2,000 
Gallons of Petrol—Bullt for 
Leng Voyages 





Some additional particulars from a 
rellable source are to,band respecting 
the Britlah naval airship now under 
construction at Barrow, The envelops, 
constructed of a-silk similar in char; 
acter to that used in the latest Zep- 
pelins, is divided Into seven sections, 
Its length Is given as 510 feet, Its dia- 
meter is 4% feet, and its gas capacity | 
706,336 cuble feet. To each of the 
two sets of elghtcylinder Wolseley 
engines—each engine being rated at: 
about 200 horse-power—there are ay 
tached eight sheet-mnctal tanks, ‘Each 
tank has a storage capacity for 2,000 
gallons of petrol, so that the total 
storage capacity of the tanks when 
full is 32,000 gallons. The tanks are 
welded together In oil-tight sections. 
Consequently, accident. or fpjury to 
any -section would involve the loss 
only of a minute fraction of the sup 
ply and would not destroy the buoy- 
ancy of the alrship. In consequence 
of these features of her.equipment the 
airship {s fitted with édme 300 yards 
of aluminum piping. Her Mfting caps 
city Is estimated at 21 tons, as against 
16% tons, the lifting capacity of ‘the 
Zeppelin Viil,, and ber computed speed 
is 45 miles an hour, obtained from the 
three propellers, designed to run at 
4,500 revolutions per minute, In order 
to minimize the weight, the frame-} 
work has been constructed of the new} 
alloy of aluminum known as “dura:

Oetalls of the Tour the King and 
Queen Will Take In Ireland 
and Scotland

It fs expected that Their Majesties 
will include Glasgow in their Scottish 
itinerary, and that the King will there 
formally open Glasgow's new Royal 
Infirmary. : A 

The announcement that the King 
and Queen are to pay a State visit to 
Ireland has been received with genu- 
ine satisfaction in Dublin. Thelr Ma- 
jestles are assured of a’ genuinely 
hearty reception. ‘The Irish people 
had a not unnatural feeling of regret 
that Queen Victoria did not visit Ire- 
land except at Jong intervals, while 
Scotland was fayorcd with a Royal 
residence ct ‘Balzhoral. 

Queen Victoria, however, nobly 
atoned for what Irishmen regarded as 
neglect by coming in the evening of 
her days and when a cross-Channel 
journey was & serious undertaking, ob 
a special mission to Ireland to show 
her appreciation of the services ren- 
dered. during the Boer War by what 
she almost affectionately called, “my 
brave Irish soldiers." King Edward 
increased the feeling pf gratification 
by his State visit. : 
lt was in the spring of 1903 that 
King Edward and Queen Alexandre |. 
went to Edinburgh and held a Court 
at‘Holyrood. They arrived in the city 
on May 11 and, according to ancient 
custom, the Lord Provost offered His 
Majesty the keys of the capital as he 
stepped from thB train. 

On this occasion, after a triumphal 
progress through the streets of Edin- 
burgh, King Edward and Queen Alex- 
andra were the guests of the Duke of 
Buccleuch at Dalkeith Palace, six 
miles from te city. The following 
day they held a Court at Holyrood, 
the first since the reign of George lV. 
~ The levee proper was preceded by. 
& presentation to the King of three 
arrows and three addredses. The ar- 
rows, three in number, but known In 
archery as a “pair,” constituted the 
so-called “reddendo” which the Royal 
Archers are bound by their charter 
to offer to the Sovereign when he 
visits the Northern capital. 

The third day was occupied by var- 
fous ceremonies, including the open- 
ing of a new hospital. 

The last official visit of King Ed- 
ward to Edinburgh was in 1905, when 
nearly 40,000 Scottish Volunteers par- 
aded In the King’s Park. King George 
and Queen Mary were In the city two 
years later for the Highland and Agri 
cultural Show,

The arrangements for the Royal 
pageant associated with the Corona-! 
tion of King George V. are so far com-! 
plete that one can now form some 
idea of the comprehesiveness of the 
scheme. “The precedent of 1902 Is to 
be followed as far as possible. The 
line of procession will be the same, 60 
that the progress of Royalties will be 
witnessed by the millions of East and 
South London, as well as by the more 
select inhabitants of and visitors to 
the West End. There will be a grand 
naval review at Spithead, and proba 
bly a military review. As the Over 
‘Sea Dominions of the Empire will be 
well represented, and the great and 
smal] Powers of the world, the people 
will once more have a uniqué and pow: 
erful Slustration of what the British 
Empire signifies . When it is consid: 
ered that the varicd units that make 
up the British Empire have been. weld- 
ed togéther by a generous application 
of the principles of justice, self-govern- 
ment, and religious and political lib 
erty, citizens of the British Empire 
may well indulge in jhe festivity of the

When 
the mighty island volcano of Kraka- 
toa bigw itself nearly into bits In 1883 
with a Seta sound of cannonading 
that smastéd windows hundreds of 
miles away the Iava dust was 60 thick 
in the alr that for hurdreds of miles 
round midday was as black as night. 
Volumes of infinitely fine dust sailed

“KINGDOM OF ROUMAN‘A. 


Country Settled by Descendants of 
Roman Legions. 


‘One of the most interesting of the 
smaller kingdoms of Europe is Rou- 
manis. The people, poorly educated 
toa great extent, are nevertheless 
contented and satisfied with their 
lot. William’ E. Curtis, who has 
been visiting Roumania, writes very 
instructively concerning the country. 
He-eays: 
The Roumanian language is more 
like tho Italian than the Russian and 
has a Latin origin because the po 
lation of the country is descended 
from the Roman legions that were 
sent up in tho year 104 A. D, by the 
Emperor Trajan to hold the barbar- 
fans at bay. Jt is a liquid language 
and flows freely off the tongues of 
the people, who talk faster than any 
Frenchman you ever saw and gesti- 
-{culate like the, Jtalians. If anyone 
Fhould hold the hands of a Rouman- 
jan woman she ‘would become dumb 
jnstantly. 
The architecture of the business 
section is solid and regular and 
would remind you of Frankfort, or 
Leipsic, or Dresden, or sny city of 
similar. size on the European con- 
tinent, but the shop windows ara 
more’ like. those of . 2, We wert 
told that the merchanta put nearly 
all their goods in. their. windows, and

— But they were very ser- 
viceable little engines, too, though they only 
weighed thirty-five tons. In those days,cach en- 
gineer had’ to look after his own locomotive and 
try and keep it.in repair. He would get:down 
out of the cab ‘and tighten up a nut or ‘adjust 
a bearing, and generally keep his eye on the 
You didn’t sce any hammer 
marks on thet wheels in those days. If the big 
drivers showed the least dint you can bet tht en- 
gineer would ‘hear about it. We were provided 
with lead hammers to do our testing, so that we 
wouldn’t mark things. 

‘Nowadays, anything goes. ® All the repairs 
to the giant engines they drive are-done in the 
shops. Nobody pays any attention to dints or 
scratches caused by rough blows from the steel 
tapping hammers... Why, in my time, I have of- 
ten stopped a train in the middle of a run to let 
the engine cool off.

WINNIPEG, Feb: 23.—By a vote of 
69 to 13 the Winnipeg Board of Trad> 
thix afternoon passed a resolution cou 
demning ‘the ‘reciprocity’ agreement 
as not in the best interests of the 
Dominion, particularly that portion 
lying west of the great, lakes, and ex- 
pressing the urgent wish that the pro 
posals be not ratified.

ment upon the Empire and*upon Can- 
ada are vastly more important than 
any temporary financial benefits which 
may be secured; 


“That this order earnestly hope- 
that the Government, Parliament, and 
the people of Canada, will put aside 
all party, sectional or individual ad- 
vantages and carefully consider the 
inevitable effect of the proposed ngrev 
ment upon the great broad, vital in 
ferests of the British Empire.”’
